RESOLUTION 

CONSTITUTION OF TELECOM COMMISSION 

No. 15|l|2|87-Cab— 1. Telecommunication v„i- 
vice is an essential infrastructure for national iic\t- 
lopment. It has impact on social and economic acti¬ 
vities. Besides, business, industry and admiidsnation 


depend heavily on information and telecom for pm- 
ductivity, efficiency ami their day-to-day operation-.. 
Its development, therefore, is vital for nation buil¬ 
ding. 

In order to promote rapid development in all as¬ 
pects of telecommunications including technolog}, 
production and services, the Government of India 
consider it necessary to set up an organisation, which 
will have responsibility in the entire field of tele¬ 
communications. 

After careful consideration, the Government of 
India have decided to establish a Telecommunication 
Commission with full executive and financial pow¬ 
ers modelled on the lines of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

2. Constitution of the Commission 

(a) The Commission will consist of full time 
and part time Members: 

(b) The Secretary to the Government of India in 
the Department of Telecommunications 
shall be tbe ex-officio Chairman of the 
Commission; 

(c) The full time Members of the Commis¬ 
sion shall be ex-officio Secretary to the Gov¬ 
ernment of India in the Depaitmcnt of 
Telecommunications One of :lies*' Mem¬ 
bers shall be Membei lor I'jnam ;; and 

(cl) The Secret.uv and /in 1 lull time Membei*> 
of the Commission shall be drawn Lorn the 
best persons available, including Iroro xvi * la¬ 
in the Department ol Tcleconinuioifalions. 

3 Functions 

The Telecom Commission shall be lcsnunsdile ■ 

(a) For lormulating the polhy of the Depart¬ 
ment of Telecommunications lot ipprovul 
of the Government; 

(b) For picpaiing the budget lor die Depati- 
ment of Telecommunications ioi each fin ui- 
cial }ear and getting it approved bv the 
Government; and 

(c) Implementation of the Government 1 . policy 
in all matters concerning telecommunii a- 
tion. 

4 Within the limits of the budget provision, ap¬ 
proved by the Parliament, the Commission shall 
have the powers of the Government of India, both 
administrative and financial, for carrying out the 
work of the Department of Telecommunications. 

5. Chairman 

fa) The Chairman, in his capacity as .Secretaiv 
to the Government of India in the Depart¬ 
ment of Telecommunications, sliall he tes- 
ponsible under the Minister of Communi¬ 
cations fot arriving at decisions on technical

questions and advising Government on 
policy and allied matters of telecommuni¬ 
cation. All recommendations of die (Com¬ 
mission on policy and allied matters dm)I 
be put to the Minister of Communications 
through the Chairman. 

(b) In case of any difference of opinion in die 
meetings of the Commission, the decision of 
the Chairman shall be final, but in finan¬ 
cial matters, Member (Finance} ol the 
Commission will have access to Finance 
Minister. 

(c) The Chairman may authorise any Member 
of the Commission to exercise on Bis behalf, 
subject to such general or special orders 
as he may issue from time to time, such 
of his powers and responsibilities as he 
may decide. 


Tire Merabei lor Finance shall exercise powers 
of the Government of India in financial matters 
concerning the Department of Telecommunications 
except in so inr as such powers have been, or 
may in future be conferred on or delegated to the 
Department. 

7. The Commission shall have power to frame 
its own rules and procedures. The Commission shall 
meet at such time and places as fixed by the 
Chairman. 

8. The Telecom Commission shall take over all 
legal and statutory authority vested with the Tele¬ 
com Board.
